The Report on the Jails of the Central Provinces and Berar for the year 1914, sub- 
mitted under cover of letter No 1283-1-1-9, dated the 27th March 1915, from the Inspector- 
General of Prisons, Central Provinces. 


RESOLUTION. 


I The number of prisoners admitted to jail during the year remained practi- 
cally the same as last year, when it had increased by 17 per cent owing to special 
activity in the administration of the Excise and Railway Acts, and in the capture 
of criminal gangs. During the year under report scarcity conditions prevailed 
in some of the Northern district.s, and but for this it is probable that admissions 
would have receded towards the more normal figures of 1911 and 1912. The 
average daily strength rose from 3,584 to 3,846, but is still 1 1 per cent below the 
maximum figure attained in 1909. The increase in strength is attended by a 
small cotresponding decrease in the cost per head from Rs. 109-12-10 to 
Rs 106-15-1, partly also due to the reduction, towards the close of the year, 
of the Damoh and Wardha District Jails to the status of Subsidiary Jails. This 
experiment in the case of Damoh has been subjected to a severe test during the 
year, a large number of dacoity cases having doubled the jail population; but 
the Chief Commissioner is unable to see that abnormal circumstances of this 
kind justify the immediate abandonment of an experiment so recently initiated, 
and attended with success in other provinces ; and he desires that it should be 
given a fair trial for a reasonable time. The substitution of a magisterial lock-up 
for a sub-jail at Sironcha still hangs fire, in spite of the remarks made in last 
year’s Resolution ; and Sir Benjamin Robertson trusts that this is the last 
occasion on which he W’ill have occasion to refer to this desirable change other- 
wise than as an accomplished fact. 

2. There has been a satisfactory reduction in the number of short-term sen- 
tences, particularly sentences of one month and under ; and it appears that 
the magistracy have paid due attention to the continued instructions issued on 
this point. It is one, however, which requires sustained vigilance, particularly in 
the case of Subordinate and Honorary Magistrates ; and the Chief Commissioner 
looks to District Magistrates, who have in tiie daily calendar statement a most 
effective check if properly applied, to relax nothing of their efforts in this 
direction. 


3. The number of juveniles under sixteen years of age admitted to jail 
increased from 12 to 20 : and only six of these could be transferred to reforma- 
tive conditions. Though part of the increase is due to female prisoners, and life 
therefore to some extent unavoidable, the Chief Cotnftaissioner i^sireiS 
..District Magistrates should impress on their subordinates tke 
other Idi^s pf''p«h!> 5 kideut in. tfin dase pf .jd'yenife 
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4. The Chief Commissioner IS deep]} intercsteu in the success c f the Dorslal 
Institution for adolescents a.t Narsinghpur. The lines on uluch this is to be 
run are being gradually/ and sat.sfactoiu)' evohed in the light of increasing 
expciiencc : and Sir Benjamin Robertson approves of the principles of manage- 
ment laid down by Lieutenant-Colonel Lane in paragiaph 4 of his Report. Ifc 
regrets that the shortage of Civil Surgeons due to the war necessitated the 
rerr>o\ al of Captain Robertson liom Narsinghpur, and he desires to place on 
record Ins sense of the debt which the institution owes to that officer’s patience 
and tact. 

5 The number of previous convicts re-admitted to pail remained prac licall} 
unchanged the proportion of such admissions to the total increased fiom 1557 
to 16 16 It icmains to be seen whether public interest and co-opeiatio.i can be 
secui ed for Pnsoners’ Aid Societies sufficient!} to enab’c them to attain the 
results of which, propel!} assisted, they are undoubtedly capable in the wav 
of saving the once convicted criminal fiom a leveision to ciime. The Society 
started two yeais ago at Raipur continues to do good work and a similar effort 
has reccntl} been initiated in Betul, where the experiment of substituting the 
agenc} of cmplo}ers for that of the police in the surveillance of discharged 
convicts is so long as the interests of the general public do not suffer, a step in 
the light diiection 

6 There were ten escapes against half that number last year two of these 
were from inside the jail and indicate more than usual negligence. The Wardha 
Jail holds the unenviable record of contubuting one-thud of the total number of 
escapes and the state of discipline in that institution clearly needs watching 
There is no general remedy against these unfortunate incidents , but the Chief 
Commissioner agrees with the Inspcctor-Geneial that much could be done il 
Jailors could be induced to tr..at their visits to outside gangs in a less loutine 
and mechanical way. 

7. The frequent changes in the superior staff owing to the war could hardly 
fail to affect discipline, and there v^as a not unnatural rise in the numbci of jai! 
offences by 13 per cent ; the greater part of this took place in the Central 
Jails Though the number of corporal punishments rose more or less in propor- 
tion, it is still well below the average of the past four years. The number of 
offences which had to be brought before the criminal courts similarly increased, 
but 13 onl} up to the average The statements relating to offences and punish- 
ments have been carefully analysed by the Inspector-General ; and the Chief 
Commissioner is aw’are of the care and attention vv'hich he gives to the matter^ 
and is satisfied that this part of jail discipline is thoroughly controlled throughout 
the Province. 


8. In spite of a small increase in total expenditure, the average cost per head 
fell by nearly thiee rupees, and the fall would have been greater but for the 
abnormally high prices of grain prevailing during the year. There w'as a small 
decrease on last year’s figure in the net cash earnings : but the manufacturing 
results aie satisfactory, particularly at the Jubbulpore Central Jail, which 
accounts for nearly three-fourths of the total, and which was able to respond to 
a Commissariat demand for manufactured articles considerably in excess of that 
which it was under contract to meet. 


9 The vital statistics continue to show a marked improvement, and are one 
of the most satisfactory features of a satisfactory report. The record minimum 
figure of last year, J3'39 of deaths has again fallen to 12*48. The 
Central Jails show up well in this respect, and it is noteworthy that the Raipur 
Central Jail, which at ope time had an unenviable reputation for bowel diseases, 
leading to a special enqui^ and thd adoption of special ttieasijres undeh the able

I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Hon’ble the Chief 
Commissioner, m} report on the administration of the Jails in the Central 
Provinces for the calendar year ending the 31 «t December 1914 


^ 2 I was in charge of the Department throughout the year with the 

exception of t-no months and 24 days, from 14th July 1914 to 8th October 1914, 
when I vas officiating as Inspector General of Prisons, Burma During this 
period Lieut. -Colonel C H Bensley, I M.S , Superintendent of the Nagpur 
Central Jail, held charge. 

3 The Damoh and Wardha District Jails weie reduced to Subsidiary Jails 
from the 15th November 1914. as an experimental measure. From a recent 
visit to Wardha it seemed to me that the experiment would be a success, but 
in the case of Darnob, owing to scarcity conditions and an unforeseen rise in 
crime, I have had to give the Jail the same staff of Warders and officials that 
were necessary when it was a District Jail. 


4, During the year under report sanction has been received to woik the 
Narsinghpur District Jail on modified Borstal lines and while I was in Burma, 
Lieut -Colonel Bensley drew up a very useful set of rules which are being 
followed This Jail has been in-the-making for adolescents for several years past 
and all changes wdth that object such as cubicles, etc., had been gradually done 
without any extra expense to Government beyond the ordinary grant in my 
Major and Minor Works. An extra grant of Rs. 2,100 was sanctioned in June 
1914 to take up more land, my idea being to make the Jail essentially an 
agricultural one. “Back to the land ’’for those born in the state of life as 
“ hewers of wood and drawers of water” is sound policy instead of cramming them 
for the office stool. The Roman Catholic Missions have, I believe, recognized 
this principle more than other Missions, and we are now entering on the stage 
in which those children rescued during the famine years are beginning to earn 
their livelihood. The adolescent age is a critical period and I have been told 
that in India unless both boys and girls have free scope for their energy in manual 
work many are likely to become either morally wrong or suffer from Dementia 
Praecox (Adolescent insanity). “They are crammed till they burst” was an 
expression I heard used which fits the case. Education with supervision is easily 
carried out in a school room but agricultural operations are a larger undertaking. 
For those entitled to work outside there are 3 divisions. One small class #“ork 
tbe Municipal Gardens and learn about flowers, fruit and gardening, a.noth6r citass 
in the Jail Garden on vegetables, while tb® grd clas? a^ on The j 

inside the Jail are 
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in having adolescents who know something of these trades and can teach 
others, and f hope to be able to carry on without outside teachers. I do not aim 
at high class work such as European furniture because 1 consider it sufficient at 
present to teach them to make the ordinary necessaries of Indian life in their 
homes and the farm. Tailoring I find an e.Kcellent trade, and a 3?'outh who can 
use a sewing machine can always obtain work outside. There is much building 
still going on and several adolescents are learning masonry under the Mason 
of the Public Works Department in charge. Much still remains to be done and 
1 arn simply evolving this Jail on my own lines with the help and advice of the 
Agricultural Department in the garden and the farm. I am also getting help 
from the Educational Department, and the Director of Public Instruction has 
very kindly sanctioned one of the Deputv Inspectors of Schools giving each 
month a lecture with a magic lantern in the Jail. 

The principle is hard strenuous work with drill in the early morning, while 
Ambulance drill with first aid to the injured Is given by the Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon once a week. Later on I hope to arrange with the Director of Public 
Instruction for some evening classes for elementary instruction. I believe in 
giving these adolescents something healthy as regards thoughts, ideas, moral 
instruction, etc., the last thing at night to think about. 

The Sironcha Subsidiary Jail still remains as such although its substitution 
by a Magisterial Lock-up was sanctioned long ago. It is however expected 
that the construction of the Jiaisalat will be completed before the monsoons. 

Thus at the close of the year there were three Central jails as before, 
sixteen District Jails, including Narsinghpur Adolescent Jail and three Subsidiary 
Jails.

1 he year opened with 3,270 convicts, 491 undertrials and 13 Civil prisoners 
and closed with 3,497 convicts, 398 undertrials and 27 Civil prisoners, or an 
increase of 227 in the number of convicts, and of 14 in the number of Civil pri- 
soners, and a decrease of 93 in that of undertrials. 


6. A little more than half of the number of Jails share in the general 
increase of prisoners. The largest increase occurs in the Jubbulpore Central Jail, 
due to some extent to the transfer of 52 convicts from Nagpur and 25 from 
-Akola to cope with the heavy demands made by the Supply and Transport 
Department on account of the war. The increase of crime in the Damoh district, 
due Jo scarcity conditions, has swelled the Jail population. The increase in 
Narsinghpur is altribuiable to the Jail h,aving been converted into an adolescent 
Jail for casual offenders for the whole of the Central Provinces and Berar. The, 
number admitted during the year, including transfers from othet Jails, both ih,,-

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7- The year opened with 3,270 convicts as compared with 2,869 in 1913 ; the 
statemen't No I number imprisoned was 4,801 against 4,958 in the preced- 

ing year. The daily average number of convicts in 
confinement was 3,435, while in 1913 it was 3,190. The number of prisoners 
transferred from other Provinces to undergo sentence was 33 as compared 
with 26 in the previous year. Convicts were disposed of as follows as compared 
with 1913 : —

The number released on appeal was 549 or i2‘52 per cent of the total of 
all releases. One prisoner was set free on medical grounds, 3 under thd special 
orders of Government having passed 14 years’ rigorous injprisonment, and 3 as 
a result of their petitions for mercy. 


8. The number of Europeans sentenced was 5, i. e., an increase of one over 
ot, „ /o 1- • , ^ast year’s figure. Three of these were received in the 

iNagpur Jail, one in Jubbulpore and one m Hoshangabad. 
The number of .A.nglo- Indians was the same as in the previous year, vis., five. 
Indian Christians rose from 24 in 1913 to 37 in 1914. There has been a 
satisfactort' decrease in the number of Muhammadans, vis., from 637 to 55 ®* 
Hindu convicts also show a decrease of 85. It is with regret that i record that 20 
juveniles (under 16 years of age) were imprisoned as against 12 in 1913. Five of 
these were moved to the Reformatory School and one sent to Narsinghpur. 
On the recommendation of the visiting Committee paragraph 40, Jail Manual, 
the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner has since sanctioned that all male 
unconvicted criminal prisoners under the age of 15 years on trial at Jubbulpore 
shall be confined during the period of trial in the Jubbulpore Reformatory 
School. This will be the means of sparing these unfortunate youths the 
contamination of Jail life. 


The Deputy Commissioner, Chanda, in his forwarding note, writes : — - 


“ In one or two cases the only alternative ■was a longer term of imprisonment. 
* * * I find it rather difficult to secure an intelligent inter- 

" pretation of general orders. One has to consider altno.et every contingency that could 
'‘pos'sibly arise and pass orders in advance for dealing with them.” 

Intelligent interpretation, intelligent interest and intelligent co-operation 
are conditions that we sigh for, instead of hard and fast rules to which no excep- 
tion is under any circumstances made. 


9. The number of prisoners above 60 years of age shows a large increase, 
vts., 19 in 1913 to 39 in 1914. Literate convicts fell from 731 to 591. As 
usual, all long term English knowing prisoners were transferred to the Nagpur 
Jail for work in the Press. There was a decrease from 1,850 to 1,629 in the 
number of persons engaged in Agriculture : this should be considered with the 
large increase in 1953. ""The number of persons employed under Government, 
Municipal and other Local Bodies decreased from 2 55 to 208, that is, by 47.

It is satisfactory to note that there has been a decrease of 66 in the 
number of prisoners sentenced to one month and less. The decrease in 
Nos. 2 and 3 is also satisfactory. 

All cases of short sentences are promptly brought to the notice of the 
Deputy Commissioner. The Commissioner, Nerbudda Division, at his visit to 
Narsinghpur District Jail, made a remark which 1 specially wish to draw 
attention to. Speaking of the adolescents he says — 

“Among these I noticed 2 cases of Security under bection 108, Criminal Procedure 
Code, which had been sent from * * * ^ in Avhich the period for which 
security was required is only 3 months. Under the provisional instructions now in 
force only those to be detained for tour months and upwards, should be sent here, but if it 
was worth while taking security at all a longer period than 3 months would ha\e been 
suitable. ” 

Very little training can be effected at Narsinghpur with adolescents in 
3 months, and I therefore ask for longer sentences if imprisonment has to be given, 
when the case does not come under the Whipping Act or the provisions of 
Section 542, Criminal Procedure Code. 

In Nagpur alone, of the 27 sentences of one month and less, 12 were 
awarded by Honorary Magistrates and 6 by Tahsildars. 

There were 212 convicts sentenced to simple imprisonment, 4,280 sentenced 
to rigorous imprisonment, and 5 sentenced to rigorous imprisonment with whip- 
ping as compared with 251, 4,409 and 17 in the previous year. The number of 
convicts sentenced to rigorous imprisonment with solitary confinement was 304 as 
against 281 in 1913. 

Bilaspur has doubled its figure under simple imprisonment, vis , n in 1913 
and 22 in 1914, the majority of cases being under the Railway Act. 

E I. This statement has been prepared in accordance wdth the recent orders 
of the Government of India and shows the number 
rATLMENT o impHsoned in default of finding security under Section 

no, Criminal Procedure Code, for the first time as well as on previous occasions. 
It has been brought to my notice by a Jail Superintendent that previous 
convictions under Chapters XVI and XVI I i of the Indian Penal Code are not 
necessarily brought up by the Police before the trying Court for want of record 
of such convictions in their possession. I have referred the matter to the 
judicial Commissioner. The number convicted for the first lime under Section 
Eio, Criminal Procedure Code, was 64. Previously convicted prisoners admitted 
during the year under this section as well as under the Indian Penal Code 
numbered 776 or a ratio of 1616 per cent to the total number of convicts. 
During my recent inspections of the Buldana District Jail, I observed that a 
prisoner with 1 1 previous convictions under Sectioris 454 and 457 received one 
year and was sent to Jail u’nder Section 109, Criminal Procedure Code. I am 
making a reference to the Judicial Commissioner as to whether Section 109, 
Criminal Procedure Code, is not meant for casual or first offenders and Section 
110 for habituals 

12. Mabiiuals after release.^X>tmng the year 1914, Mr. Green, the 
Superintendent of (government Printing, employed two ex-convict? from the <i?tes* 
jnoted against each as follows

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Both these arc reported to be doing well Since 1907, altogether 28 
ex-conv!cts have been employed m the Secretariat Press. 1 regret to say that 
out of these, only 3 remain, viz., the above mentioned two, and one entertained 
in 1908 w'ho is said to be behaving and working very well. Many of these have 
been re-convicted, some have resigned, and sorne have left and their where- 
abouts are unknowm One who was entertained in 190S was working till January 
1915 wdien he took leave, but has not yet turned up though his leave has expired. 
This was the man m whose favour the District Superintendent of Police 
kindly excused police surveillance last year. 

This experiment cariied on through 8 years is interesting and shnws that 
the reclamation of the habitual is only possible by some well organl^ed body 
such as “The Salvation Aimy”who can give the necessary home and 
restraint to such offenders. 

13 The Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society at Raipur, w^hich w’as started in 
July, 1912, continues to do excellent work by way of helping released convicts 
and has been successful in putting 8 ex convicts into service. Since this 
Society has staited they have disposed of 69 applications for help Out of 
the 21 applications made in 1914, six applicants did not join at all, seven were 
not helped as they did not belong to the Division and were not suitable cases, 
while 8 actually took up employment. Four of these are still serving, while the 
other four left after varying periods of 2 days. 3 days, 30 days and 52 days. 
There thus remains with the four of previous years a total of 8 in positions of 
moharrir, peon, chuwkidar, time-keeper, coolie, mill hand and 2 in private sen ice. 

The Society is confronted with many difficulties in securing employment 
for these ex-convicts because it is not every one wffio cares to employ an ex- 
convict. The Hon’ble Rai Sahib Nathmal is still the moving spirit in spite of 
the numerous calls on his time He is well assisted by Mi. Mohiuddin as 
Honorary Secretary. 

14. Mr. M. F. Wren, District Superintendent of Police at Betul, endeavoured 
to organize a Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society in his District. Work was 
found for four but one was dismissed. Employment w'as also found for 5 gangs 
of Ojnas, members of local wandering gangs, under a railway contractor. 
All these efforts help and give me information on which to work in future. 
The District Superintendent of Police is the official who can do most for the 
ex convict but he unfortunately has not the time to give to individual cases - 
in this connection I am grateful for the help and advice of Mr. Orchard, Distiict 
Superintendent of Police at Raipur, in connection with the Discharged Prisoners’ 
Aid Society. Mr Wren is trying surveillance in these cases of employment 
through the employer and not directly by means of the Police, which is to my 
mind a great advance Direct Police suiveillance though good for the com- 
munity IS hard on the individual, and I have heard of an ex-convict speak of the 
quiet nights in bed that he gets in Jail compared to that under surveillance outside, 

15. The usual Statement (E) showing the number of habituals admitted to 
each Jail and giving particulars regarding their identification by the Police and 
in the Jail after conviction is appended. 

Out of 4,801 convicts admitted during the year, 968 were identified as 
habituals before conviction and 34 were identified after arriving in the following 
Jails, Jubbulpore (i), Raipur (22), Akola (5), Damoh (i), Hoshangabad (3) 
and Seoni (3). 

The Superintendent Jail, Raipur, says that 6 prisoners under Section 109, 
Criminal Procedure Code, were classified as habituals who had not been pre- 
viously convicted are included in this statement. 

. Ten escapes, 2 from inside Jail and 8 from outside gangs is the blot on 

Statemcnt No V. the Jail adininistration during the year and in which the 

Escapes. Warders chiefly and the Jailois secondarily are concerned, 

in addition to these there was an undertrial who made a sudden bolt for freedom 
when being conducted from the Jail office at Jubbulpore to the Undertrial Ward. 
He was promptly caught and received a sentence of 6 months’ rigorous 
imprisonment. , 
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The case at Buldana was a life prisoner suffering from Chronic Phthisis. 
Captain IMurphv was too trusting and allowed the convict to be treated in an 
iindcrtrial ceil outside the Jail with the cell door open but under the eye of the sentry. 

Ward ha Jail has made itself notorious for 3 escapes, one of which was from 
inside the Jail and the o' her two from the garden. Here, again^ there was slack- 
ness for which the Jailor was punished. 

The six escapes from the |ail gardens of Balaghat, Bhandara, Wardha (2) 
Seoni and Nai singhpiir^ were all due to the Warders separating and leaving their 
gangs. Jailors do not sufTiuientlv visit the Jail gardens at odd hours: they 
become too methodical and go at the same hour with the result tliat their visit 
is expected and ell is made right for them just as ail Is made right for an Inspec- 
ter Gen<n"ai’s vi^it when notiec is givcm 

The escape at Nagpur Cential J lil was from the sweeper gang detailed to 
clean up the yaids of the Jail officials’ quarters This is a gang which 1 would 
like to see done a,\ay with if it wore possible because of all the irregularities 
that can be earned out and the difficulty of efficient control 

The escape from inside the |ail at Pilaspur occurred on a Sunday and during 
the midday n st when tile-turning on the hospital was being done. The ladder 
was not securedj and in the absence of the Warder a prisoner took away the 
ladder and got on the wall from which he dioppcd and ran away. He was at 
once captured 

Including ihe 2 uncaptum d convicts who escaped during the year under 
repou, theie are ii prisoners w hi remained uncaplured on the 3ist DecemDet 
1914 of thc^se who escaped during the previous ten years. One ot the prisoners 
wlio escaped in 1913 from the Akola Jail gmden was recaptured in 1914, 

Besides actual cscape.>, there Hvere thiee attempts at escape at Nagpur, 
Betiil and Baldana, which were hmslrated 

That at Tsfagpur was ffoni the garden and was stopped by the Warder 
promptly bhiwing his whistle and chaining all his piisoners together. The man 
h')und hiding in a stack of ]uari in the Jail iiedd The Warder was given a 
nioiKv reward for Ins prompt action. The attempt at Bctul was from inside tliQ 
cell and that ai Duldana mom the cell enclosuie.

Lar^e increases occur in Na^pu"- and Jubbui- 
poK d'hi . is satisLcictory in so iar as it judicaie.. greater vigilance on the part 
oL the Jail st iff. Oaiaghat, Bilaspur and Khandu’a record no offences under this 
head. it is liard to imagine that among a daily average population of 144 in 
tliese three fails there were no offences ickuing to forbidden artick s during a 


period ol 12 months. it is impossible to kc‘ep forbidden articles out of a Jail 
where there are so many ehanncls b}' which they can be introduced, and when 
there are no oflences under this heading it is a question whether the Jailors and 
Warder'’ are paying sufficient attention to the subject or are simply condoning' 
the offence. Bringing such offences to notice docs not, as some Jail officials seem 
to tliirik, reflect any discredit on them, but on the contrary induces a suspicion 
that they arc not on the alert. Inspecting officers should note that few or no 
offences is no indication of discipline. 

Assaults, mutiny, etc, number 95 as against 84 in the previous year. This 
offence was particularly bad in Jubbulpore tv'here the figure rose from 28 to 43. 
In one case a convict working in the Machine weaving workshed assaulted 
the Jail Superintendent, an Indian Extra- Assist ant Commissioner, who was 


officiating for Captain Powell in May last, by slapping him on the face. The 
reason advanced by the prisoner was that he was convicted at the hands of this 
Extra-Assistant Commissioner in 1907 at Narsinghpur. He was suitably punished 
with 30 stripes, and in fact no other punishment fits the crime better in such 
cases. In another instance, a prisoner, who had t'wo previous offences of hssaajt 
against him, attempted to strike the Jlmior European Jailor with a mallet 
used for pounding dry earth. He -was overpowered with fhp assistance ^ Of 4 
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This Jail went thiough a restless phase in May^ which I am very glad to 
sav soon passed off and all is qu*et for the present like a slumbering volcano, 
which I consider eveiy Cenli*al Jail may be likened to. 

At Nagpur a particulariy abusiv’^e and violent prisoner assaulted a convict 
Vvardcr^ a paid Warder and the Junior European Jailor. No hurt vas fortunately 
produced^ but as the prisoner undoubtedly intended to hurt, he was sent up for 
trial and received a sentence of 15 months’ rigorous imprisonment. 

Offences dealt i^ith hy Criminal Courts increased from 16 to Of this 

Lilter number there Were S oi escapes and 2 of alterhpts at escapes, 3 for 
thefts, 3 for introducing prohibited articles, i for attempt at murder, 1 for assault, 
2 for unnatural offence which could not be dealt with by the Jail Department, leaving 
2 for persistent refusal to vork vliich had to be sent to Court as all other Jail 
punishments had no effect. This is very satisfactory, since it shows that the 
Jail Superintendents only call in the aid of the Law as a last resource. Corpoial 
punisliments lose from 27 in 1913 to 35 in 1914. The Central Jails accoaut for 
21 ol this number, Tlie majorit)^ ot punishments were in connection with 

assaults on paid officials and for repealed refusals to work. Seven stripes 

were given to a prisoner at Saiigor who had persistently refused to "work, 
and also icfuscd in front of the Superintendent. This is mutiny and may 
spread the punishment w is therefore nc'^eosary. One prisoiiLr at Chhindwara 
repcaiedly refused to woik , he insisted on being treated differently to other 
prisone s and said unless hib request was granted he would never do any work. 
He received 20 stripes and this proved sufficient to curb that independent 
spirit. If a prisoner is allo\ved to lay down the lavv there will be no necessity for 
prisons I allo'W no prclerential In atment because it at once brings in 
injustice One dead level is what 1 require in a Jail. I pay particular attention 
to this form of punishment during my inspections and am satisfied that it has 

been judicious!}^ -S^ven. I regret l! c increase, but this mutinous spirit is a 

passing phase and all is again quiet. 


iS. An aveiage number of 271 male and iS female convict officers w'ere 
M \ .r employed during the year which means 8 and 9 per cent 

iTL-viLNr o. . lespectively of the prison population. Tlie difficulty of 

meeting the demands continues and it wasnecessaiy as in past years to relax the 
ruL s for promotion and employ a considerable number of men not thoroughly 
trained tor these appoinlmeiits On the whole, these men do fairly well. Though 
these Oiilcers ha\e committed many ofiences against prison rules, 8S0 in 
i9iq, yet this does not lessen theii general woith or usefulness. 

10. The scale of diet lemaiiied the same as in the previous year, except for 
Crvrr 3sr Xo. Viii soiiie teiupoicry changes in certain Jails. In Raipur, ex- 

sciie of hiLi. cept for about a month and a half, the prisoners continued

The 
Siipeiintendeiit, Jubbulpore Cetilral Jail, is watching the experiment of giving 
3 rhnpaltis twice dail)?' instead of four to such prisoners^ the extra chupatti going 
to the hard labour convict I have for long held that wc kill or make our new 
admissions ill by the mistaken kindness of too much food and I bring to notice 
the following tabic relating to dysenteric cases at Raipur Central Jail 
Direct admissions 

Those who had been less ilicUi one month in Jail 
above one month but below two months 
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. I have no reason to alter the remarks 1 made in paragraphs 28 ctnd 
oi my Annual Reports for 1909, and 1910, respectively, which are tb^t 
“ unaccustomed plenty and sedentary occupation” are the cause of sickhd^e in 
the 39.il life. The digestive system after a, time adapts i^elf 
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given fot mastication and proper salivary digestion and that this imperfect diges- 
tion adds to the waste. 

20. Garde 77 .- — These continue to flourish everywhere. With a very few 
exceptions the full requirements of the Jails have been met from their lespective 
gardens. The surplus quantity of garden produce was sold to the public and 
the amount realized was Rs 4,187. 

The gardcis at Nagpur Centra! Jail supplied vegetables to a daily a\eiage 
of t,co8o7 convicts. Vegetables and limes were so abundant that the anti- 
scorbutic ration of tamarind in the hot weather was not necessary and ihis 
effected a saving of Rs. 159. A small quantity of wheat was grown for sick 
and infirms . jow^ar to the value of Rs 1,233 obtained from jail land. 

The dairies at Nagpur and Jubbulpoie w'ere ver}' successful and proved a 
source of profit to Government The cost of feeding w’as at a low figme 
owing to fodder, etc. being produced on Jail lands. To Jailors Thomas and Forde 
are due the credit for the great improvements effected in this direction It is a 
rare thing for dairies to pay in Jails and I am glad to note the above exceptions. 

Very great improvement has been effected in the garden at Raipur since 
the taking over of the Rajbhanda Tank, and the election of an oil engine. 
There is great scope for further improvement, and I am fortunate in having Rai 
Sahib Man Mohan Lai as Jailor there to cany on improvements. flis heart 
is in his work and he has spared no effort in making the garden and cultivation 
at Raipur a success In addition to supplying the requirements for a daily 
average of 56923 convicts, produce which w'as sold for Rs. 1,348-10-2, was 
credited to Government. 

The rice that was harvested meant a saving of Rs 840-6-11 to Government 
and dhan Rs 164-4-0: besides this, small amounts of urad, moong, tilli, jagni, 
cassava and maize were giowm, wTich totalled up a saving of Rs 165-3-7 

The gardens at District Jails have been very w'cll kept up, but I still w’ant 
to see more done. The planting of toor in the rains means a saving m the 
dal ration; maize is another excellent crop because the grain can begiren 
either parched or boiled for the early morning meal Instead of the stale jowar 
cake- groundnuts can be used in the same wav or the oil expressed. There 
are difficulties m the water-supply of Buldana, Balaghat, Damoh, Seoni, Amiaoti, 
but improvements ha\e been made by Jailor K. K. Doshpande at the last named 
jail. Akola has the advanta.ge of a large intermural space which has been well 
utilized bv Jailor Kaluram Sadh if all this intcrmural space can be taken up the 
garden wdll be almost free for crops. 70 maunds jow'aii and 21 maunds 35 
seers urad w’ere collected besides grass from the aloe plantation sufficient to feed 
the live stock without purchasing 

At Chanda the crop of groundnut yielded two months’ supply of oil to the 
prisoners besides a sufficiency of maize for the early morning meal for 3 months 
The farm at Narsinghpur was only started in April last, but a crop of 57 maunds 
jawar and 20 maunds groundnuts was collected ; this will increase as we get 
more land under cultivation. 

Two objects are attained by keeping the Jail gardens up to their full 
extent (i) the health of the prisoner; (2) the Jail becomes more or less self- 
supporting and in these times of high prices this means much in the cost of 
the convict. 

CHAPTER n— F inancial. 


21. The total expenditure incurred in guarding and maintaining the prisoners 
„ „ during the year was Rs. 4,11,358 against Rs. 3,03.621

in 1913 and Rs. 3,31,197 m 1912. There w'as thus an 
increase of Rs. 17,727 in the total expenditure as compared with that of the pre- 
vious year. Though there has been an increase in the total expenditure the 
average cost per head of the prison population fell from Rs. 109-12-10 to 
Rs. 106-15-1 or by Rs. 2-13-9, arise in the Jail population. All heads 

except “ Establishment”, “ Travelling Allowance ” and “ Contingencies” have 
contributed towards this general increase in expenditure. The variations in 
expenditure under the several heads are explained below • 

Establishment. — There was a decrease^ of Rs. 4,014 in the expenditure under 
this head due to the reduction of the Damoh and Wardha District Jails to sub- 
sidiary ones dufing the latter part of t9t^, and also in sbmd Jails to the fact that 
several senior Jailors were away and Junior officers officiating for ttepa wOrCf 
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Among Central Jails, Raipur incurred an expenditure of Rs. 615 on tempo- 
rar\ establishment due to a laige number of condemned prisoners having to be 
guarded \hicii was unaioidable. With the reduction of Damoh and Wardha, 
sancti^^a was received for 5 extra Warders from these Jails to inciease the Raipur 
Staff", \ liich ib short-handed. Nagpur effected a saving of Rs. 290 by not em- 
ploy mg any temporary guards for condemned prisoners 

The District Jails show an expenditure of Rs 652 under this head as com** 
pared with Rs. 708 111 the previous year MiUtary Assistant Surgeon Do}Ie, the 
Superintendent ot the Balaghal District Jcxil, carried on with one warder less 
than the sanctioned settle throughout tlie yesiV wnthout affecting the efficient 
management of the JaiL This was done owung to the small number of convicts 
in that fail and is commendable In many ways other Superintendents have 
done all that is possible to keep down expenditure, and though the Cential 
Provinces prisoner may be expensive owing to the small numbers yet I can 
honestly state that he is well looked after, supervision is good and Jail life is 
deterrent and penal. 

Dietary charges - — increase again occurs under this head, vis, of 
Rs 13,268 Nearly three-fourths of the number of Jails contributed towards the 
increase, wdiich is attributable to a rise in the Jail population and also to the high 
prices of food grains prevailing during 1914 The average cost per head was 
Rs 30-6“! against Rs 28-14-0 in the preceding year oi Rs. 2-S 6 per 77 ionth, a 
sufficiently low^ figure wffiich proves that evety economy has been exercised. 
The abnormal increase in the Narsinghpur Distiict Jail is due to the fact that the 
population increased from 69 in 1913 to 96 in 1914, owing to this Jail being the 
receiving Jail for adolescents. 

The following Jails show decrease under Rations’’ as compared wu’th last 
year - -Akola (1,339), Buldaiia (712), Jubbulpore (509), Chhindwara (255)^ 
Bhandara (241), IToshangabad (145) and Balaghat ("138). 

The deciease in Akola is due to 70 maunds jowar being obtained from the 
Jail garden. Purchasing at fa\ curable rates also contxdbuted to the decrease 
in these charges in Akola as well as in the other Jails mentioned above. 

At Bhandara 85 maunds dhan was obtained from the garden as against 
62 maunds the year before. 

It is notewortny that in the Chanda Jail throughout the year the cost of 
dieting was below Rs 2 per neiiseni. 

Hospital charges — Expenditure under this head increased from Rs. 1 1,052 
to Rs 12^327 or by Rs. 1,275 ^he cost per bead fmm Rs. 3-1-4 to Rs 3“3-3, 
a small difference that requires no comment. It has been the practice hitherto to 
charge the Jail Department half the cost of the medicines, etc., obtained on com** 
bined indents for the jail and Police hospitals Owing to the number of average 
sick in Jails being very small, it has been decided that separate medicine indents 
for Jail hospitals alone should be prepared and submitted. Thus in future the Jail 
hospital will be debited wdth only the actual expenditure on medicine, etr, 
I anticipate a large decrease in the expenditure under the above head in future 
years. 

Clothing and bedding , — The sum spent under this head in 1914 was 
Rs 23,656 or Rs, 1,989 more than in 1913 The rise in Jail population and also 
in the cost of blankets and blanket clothing account for the general increase. 

Charges for moving prisoners , — This has increased by Rs, 2,033 
larger numbers of prisoners being transferred than in 1913. 

Extraordinary charges , — This has risen from Rs« 2,974 to Fis. 5,562 and is 
due to the purchase by the Raipur Central Jail of an oilengine costing Rs.^ 2,056* 

The variations under the other heads are small and do not call for any 
remarks. 


22. The daily average number of convicts under sentence of labour on 
STATEMENT XI working days was 3*437 ^^5 more than in thepievious 

year. Deducting the sick, the infirm and those who 
could not be employed for various other reasons, the balance available for work 
was approximately'* 3.250 as against 3,006 in 1913. The number of convicts 
employed as prison officers and prison servants was 293 and 378^ respectively^ 
as compared with 278 and 362 in the previous year. A daily average number of 
316 prisoners was employed in the Jail gardens, and by their labohr Rs. 
w^orth of vegetables were raisqd for the use of the prisoners. 455 convicts 
employed in preparing articles for the and ebiisntnptibh 
on tepairg nnd additions idA 
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Nagpur Ceiitral y^aiL — /. The Printing Press — This continues to do 
well The daily average number of prisoners employed fell from 179 to 174. A 
saving to Government of Rs, 35,042, as compared with Rs 37,224 in 1913^ 
was effected by the employment of prison labour The outturn in the number 
of forms fell by 85486,803 which may be considered as showing that indent- 
ing officers are carrying out the orders of Government in not OYer-iiideiiting and 
in checking what they have on hand. The Press could easily take more work, 
and although the Superintendent, Government Printing, has made every endeavour 
to give the Jail Press suitable work, yet such work is hard to find. 

All English knowing prisoners are sent to Nagpur and are put to composing 
and computing woik. I am not in favour of more outside labour, and if it were 
possible I would do without what we now have The association of outside 
workmen with pnsoners is not to my mind desirable. 

Owing to less demand the cash receipts for forms supplied to Local Bodies 
fell from Rs. 11,286 to Rs. 9,862 98 new forms were added to the Schedules 

against 49 in 1913, and 49 forms were revised as compared wdth 32 in the 
preceding year. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bensley considers that special credit is due to 
Mr. Gomes, the Deputy Superintendent of Factories, for the satisfactory working 
of the Press and Factory branches under his control He also brings to notice 
the good work done in the Press by the Head Clerk, Balkrishna Govind, and 
Second Clerk, Tukaram Balaji. 

II. Quinine Industry. — Though the supplies made this year have not 
been so large as that in 1913, yet this industry has had a successful year The 
total number of tablets made rvas 1,522,560 against 1,625,600 in 1913 and the 
number of powders decreased from 176,000 to 171,840 or by 4,160 Quinine 
was supplied durmg the year to Tahsildars, the Police and Forest Departments, 
the Feudatory Chiefs, the Plague Medical Officer, Civil Dispensaries and the 
Irrigation Department, the latter two Departments having indented for the first 
time on the Jail. The Factory is in a position to meet larger demands, and I am 
arranging this year for all Jail Hospitals to obtain their supplies from the Nagpur 
Central Jail. 

Ill- Paper-making. — From what I have said above as regards the 
reduction of forms indented for and the “ speeding up ” by employing 2 men 
on each Press, mentioned in my report for 1913, it is clear that we should be in 
difPculties if we had not this paper- making to fall back on. I fear nothing 
so much as an idle Jail or a Jail with easy work since it gives prisoners time to 
think, discuss and make demands leading to trouble. This industry therefore 
deserves every encouragement. The paper has some disadvantages in that it is 
heavier than Manilla paper and does not stick wdth gum, but something will have 
been gained by using paste preserved with copper sulphate instead of the dirty 
gum bottle with black accretions round the mouth that is so often seen. The 
paper now made has a larger proportion of fibre in it and is stronger than that 
of 1913. It is as good as, if not better than, any similar paper made in India and 
the complaints of breaking in the post should not now occur unless the 
envelopes are unduly stuffed with correspondence. The value of the paper sent 
out to offices as envelopes represents a saving ot Rs. 7,355 as against Rs. 4,344 
in 1913. 

More important than the outturn of work is the discipline that allows of this 
work being done : under Lieutenant-Colonel Bensley, there is a steady training 
up of officials who will in future carry on his methods of work of experience and 
who should for years to come keep up the Central Provinces Jails at a high 
standard. Jailor Thomas is respected for his conscientious w'ork and integrity 
of conduct and deserves well of Government. The whole staff have worked very 
well, and from Lieutenant-Colonel Bensley’s report I select Assistant Jailors 
Nuttall and Dube for special work in South and North Octagons, respectively, 
Assistant Jailor Mohamed Allam as Factorv Storekeeper and Balmokand as 
Warrant Clerk. 

y-uhbulpore Central J^ail . — This Jail supplies the Supply and Transport 
Department with durries, towels, suttranjees, mattfess and pillotv cases. Blan- 
kets and blanket coats are also made for supply to dll Jails in the Central 
Provinces. The outturn during the past three years of all these articles together 
is as follows ^ . y 
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made to other Divisions who had not given us their contract. The Jail came 
to the help of Government as so many other institutions have done From Stale- 
inents XII and Xll-A it wn‘ll be seen that the cash diawn from the Treasury 
totalled Rs 1,56,322 and the amount credited into the Treasury was 
Rs. 1,96,049, including the irter-dc partmental adjustments. This is the largest 
amount that has ever been credited into the Treasury by the Jail and serves to 
show the work done. For all this I have to thank Mr, Cursetjee who is an 
indefatigable workci. Captain Poiiell was in charge till 21st September (except 
for one month at Kasauli from 30th April to 31st May 1914) when his services 
were required for the war. His legacy of steady improvement in the work dur- 
ing the 3 previous yeais, mentioned in my report for 1913, helped to make this 
result possible As regards the discipline I felt anxious about this Jail last 
Aprils May and June and my remarks under punishments in paragraph 17 above 
should be read with llijs I ordered a re«arrangLment of officials because I found 
two European Junior Jailors in th<^ office and the whole discipline in the Octa- 
gons carried out by Indians I have no use for Europeans under me unless they 
are disciplinarians, and 1 hope the lesson at Jubbulpore will be a lasting one 
to those concerned. The Senior Jailor Mr. Forde has worked well throughout 
the year and my inspection visit in November last showed a very different state 
of affairs with increased self-reliance and hrmness. Junior Jailor Ram Cliaran 
La! and Assistant jailors Gadkaii, Mahomed Karimuddin and Masum Ah are 
brought to notice for good work Jubbulpore Jail is not a Jail to ha\e a novice 
in charge and I am therefore glad of Lieutenant Rodgers’ appointment last 
November. 


Ratpur Central Jail . — This Jail continues to supply uniforms for the 
Central Provinces Police and the Jaglias of Berar. The police uniform W'dS 
supplied b the end of June as promised in 1913 Getting the most out of 
everything is an art veil understood by the Indian in his private capacity, but in 
Government Service and with Government material I have too often seen the 
opposite of shameful waste because Government can afford it, It is there- 
fore with satisfaction that I note the utilization of pieces of cloth from the cutting 
out of uniforms being made into a rough blue sock which has had a ready sale. 
This and in other ways savings have been effected by Jailor Rai Sahib Man 
Mohan Lab 

Lieutenant Rodgers held charge till 19th July 1914 and was then trans- 
ferred to Nagpur consequent on Lieutenant-Colonel Bensley acting for me : he 
returned on 17th September 1914 till 23rd October 1914 and was then sent to 
Jubbulpore In him I have a valuable Superintendent with personal knowledge 
of the 3 Central Jails added to what his own conscientious work gives him. 

Military Assistant Surgeon Perdriau w^as in charge from 20th July 1914 to 
1 6th September 1914 and again from 24th October 1914 to the end of the year. 
His strong points of drill discipline, gardening and outdoor work make him well 
fitted to carry on this Jail, 

Jailor Mahadeo Pershad in the Octagon as the Jailor’s right hand man for 
the discipline and outturn, Assistant Jailor Govindswami as Factory Store- 
keeper and Assistant Jailor Tajuddin Ahmad in the office are selected for 
notice for their good work from the report. 

Narstnghpur District JatL- — Captain Robertson was in charge from 
1st January 1914 to 28th September 1914 and from ist November 191410 end of 
year, I very much regret his transfer since then, because he seems to me an 
ideal officer for the charge of adolescents on account of his sympathetic interest in 
their welfare. Jailor Tukaram, who is at heart an agriculturist, is well fitted for his 
post and I have explained to him how much depends on him and that he has 
the opportunity of his life in the making of this Jail. The youths are keen with 
all the energy that growth gives them and it is for those in charge to lead those 
energies in the right channels : the best channel is outdoor work as I have 
pointed out in paragraph 4,

Jail worked at a loss amounting to Rs 0,464 The amount credited into the 
Treasury undei Factory as apait from the Press was Rs 15,525 against a 
dravring cf Rs 9,791, gning a cash profit of Rs. 5,737 This profit includes a 
sum of Rs 2,413 realized on account of sales of quinine tablets to certain Go\ern- 
ment Departments. If this amount be deducted the cash profit amounts to 
3>320 against Rs. ^gooo in 1913 Hie reason foi this diminution is due to the 
fact that the paper-making operations were earned out on a much larger scale 
€mpIo}ing a greater number of convicts and lequiiing a largei expendituie, and 
as no charge whatsoever is made for the paper there is no profit to bhow for 
the expenditure The making of prison clothing for the whole Piovince and for 
warders’ uniform also gives no profit The amount drawn from the Tieasur} 
on account of the |ail Press amounts to Rs 18,060, while only Rs. 9,862 
were paid in. The deficit is due to the free supply of forms to Government 
offices. 


Onl}/ Rs 9,375 were earned during the year by Raipur against Rs 15^697 
in 1913 The net cost foi these two years is Rs 17,913 and Hs 16,838, respec* 
ti\el3 The average earning per head fell from Rs 76 in 1913 to Rs 73 *3 ”2 
in 1914 due to a large number of prisoners being employed on the aloe plantation 
for which no leturn in cash is received I am hoping that In years to come 
Raipur With its large aloe cultivation and gardening operations wdll as near as 
possible be a self-supporting Jail Aloe fibre in the Central Provinces should 
take the place of cocoanut fibre Waste land that grows nothing else will grow 
aloes and I take up all that I can for that purpose 

li* District Jails, although there is a decrease of Rs 5 206 in the total cash 
profit, as compaied with the preceding T^ear, } ct the District Jails drew only 
Rs 2,238 from the Treasury while they paid back Rs 19,739. The most 
noticeable amongst these are Balaghat, BetuI and Chhindw’-ara, which drew 
Rs 6- Ks 9 and Re i, respectively, and paid back Rs. 6349 Rs. 567 and Rs 492 
Owing to want of space I am unable to gi\ea fall detail of all this in the same 
way that I did in paragraph 26 of my repoit for 1913 My aim is hard labour 
with good profits for manual wmrk without the necessity of buying raw materials 
in the market where both Superintendents and Jailors cut Sony figures In these 
days of commercial astuteness 

The value of manufactured ai tides in stock was Rs 70029 as against 
Rs 49,907 in 1913 The amount of outstanding bills to the Jail at the end of 
1914 was Rs 5,501 as compared with Rs 7,080 in the preceding year The 
average piofit per head of the number sentenced to labour was Rs 16 8-8 
against Rs 14-9-2 in 1913 The savings effected to Government by the emplo}"- 
ment of prison labour amounted to Rs 1,14,237 as compared with Rs, 87,787 
in the previous year

general superintendence amounted to Rs 4,11,378 as 
compared with Rs 3,93031101913 The reasons for this increase are already 
given against Statement No IX above.

Nfigptir Central ^ail •—'The year has been a fairly healthy one The daily 
average sick was 8 34 against 5*87 in 1913 and 10*31 in 1912 The number of 
deaths rose from 10 to 12 I feel sure that the good health of this Jail is due 
to a plentiful supply of fresh vegetables from the garden throughout the year 
and also to the strict attention paid by Lieutenant-Colonel Bensley to the health of 
the prisoners. 

Jtihbult>ore Central ^ait . — The general health continues good* The daily 
average sick was 4*94* The 2 deaths from Pneumonia and Acute Gastritis. 

A laparotomy was done by Captain Potvell, I,M S. 

Raipur Central y ail — Still further improvement has taken place in the 
health of this jail There were 37 admissions for Dysentery and no deaths as 
compared with 60 admissions and one death in 1913 The daily average sick 
from all causes was 812 against 7 04 in 1913 The admissions in hospital were 
204 as compared with 123 in 1913 and 8 deaths in 1914 against 4in 1913. 
Assistant Surgeon Perdnau is carrying on all the precautions observed by 
Lieutenant Rodgers 

Khandiva District yail — Sends in a blank return of no admissions into 
hospital throughout the year This seems almost too good to be true and makes 
such a result figure more on the side of good luck than good management. At 
Chanda 1 found that a convict with necrosed bone in his finger was being treated 
with a simple dressing and was pretending to cut off thorns from aloe leaves 
as a daily task* When such cases do not figure in returns I am suspicious. 

It saves the Sub- Assistant Surgeon some trouble not to have to make out the 
averages at the head of the monthly sick return if he can tieat every case as 
an out-patient. 

„ The following are a few brief remarks on the 

chief causes of sickness and mortality . — 

Cholera —Mandla was the only Jail in which cases of cholera occurred dur- 
ing the year^ the admissions being 3 and deaths 2. Cholera was prevalent in 
the District, and Lieutenant Harvey, the Superintendent, took all precautionary 
measures in the Jail beforehand. ihe prisoners moved out into cholera camp 
on the occurrence of the third case on 6th September 1914 and returned 
to the Jail on September 20th. A very full and complete account was 
written by Mr De, I C.S., the Deputy Commissioner, who gave every assistance 
possible and I gratefully acknowledge his help. 1 here is nothing definite 
to show the origin of these cases in Jail and w^e must therefore put them down 
to a carrier ” unknown, possibly a w^ater carrier from Mandla town admitted 
on 25th August 1914. 

Dysentery, — There were 132 adnaissions and 6 deaths as compared with 
1 10 admissions and 6 deaths in 1913 In 6 Jails only was any mortality recorded^ 
one in each at Nagpur, Bhandara, Hoshangabad, Mandla, Saugor 
and Seoni. In the Central Jails of Nagpur and Jnbbulpore there was an 
increase of 7 and 5 cases respectively , while in the Raipur Central jail cases 
decreased from 48 to 34 or by 14. 

There was an increase under this disease in Bilaspur (6), Hoshangabad (13), 
Mandla (9) and Saugor (9), but every care is being taken by the Jail Superin- 
tendents concerned. 

Malarial fevers. — There were 128 admissions under this head as compared 
with 92 in 1913. Quinine in prophylactic doses is being continued. 

Tubercle of lung disease accounted for 19 admissions and 7 deaths 
as compared with 25 admissions and 10 deaths in 1913. Every precaution is 
being taken to prevent the increase of this disease. 

Pneumonia — This gave rise to 24 admissions and 5 deaths against 14 
admissions and 5 deaths in the previous year. 

Diarrhoea, — There is a very satisfactory decrease in the number of admissions 
under this head from 73 to 4g. Three deaths, however, occurred as compared 
with one last year. Two of these occurred in Nagpur and one in Raipur* The 
case at Raipur was of an opium-eating beggar admitted in bad health* 

Cholera prevailed in the Damoh District during the year^ but the Jail 
remained unaffected. Plague made its appearance in Nagpur in November 1914^ 
and the Jail remained free during the year. Plague started in Hoshangabad 
town at the end of August and continued till December. M precautions' were

Lepi'osy — I have been in correspondence with Mr Anderson, the Secretary 
to “The Mission to Lepers,” and I visited the Chandkuri Leper^ Asylum with 
Colonel Dennys in December in order to meet him, my object being to see if in 
the case of any long-term leper convicts the provisions of Secdon 401 (i), 
Criminal Procedure Code, could not be used if the leper would promise to stay 
at this Asylum for the remainder of his life Careful selection is required for 
this, and up to the present I have found no one that I could suitably recommend. 

27. Out of the 48 deaths which occurred during the year, half had been in

To me there is one unpardonable sin in the Jail Department and it is the 
one that I have no mercy for : it is when a Jailor with many years^ service, 
generally more than 120 years, takes advantage of a new Superintendent who 
possibly has not seen the inside of a Jail before, but who is appointed as Superin- 
tendent in virtue of his post as Civil Surgeon I am glad to say that I have 
seen no evidence of this, and 1 note it to the credit of all Jailors in the Central 
Provinces 

35, Warder Guard — The Warder Staff at Jubbulpore, Raipur^ Wardhaj, 
Bilaspur, Buldana, Chanda, Seoni and Yeotmal are reported as unsatisfactory 
There were 18 dismissals and io whose services were dispensed with Lieuten- 
ant Rodgers and Assistant Surgeon Perdriao recommend that the men on 
enlistment should be bound down for 3 jears, and I am considering this Some 
recruits are attracted by the pay, diz , Rs 10, and after a few months^ service 
and collecting some rupees they resign and set up a shop I do not blame 
the Warders entirely, and I have had reports of Jailors at District Jails using 
Warders for private work this leads to injustice in excusing duties and 
overlooking faults, besides the suspicion against the favoured warder that he 
is carrying tales which is, in my experience, the most potent of all. 

36. Office — The total number of letters fell from 11,216 to 9,694 
in 1914, a decrease of 1,522. This latter figure represents the number actually 
legist ere d and does not altogether form a criterion of the amount of work in 
my office, because there are a very large number of documents, such as 
Returns, Indents, etc , which are not registered but wffiich require a longer 
time to check and correct than many an ordinary letter which is registered. 
I welcome this decrease, and I hope this year will show still better results. 
The tendency to-day is towards complexity and increase of work with increase 
of staff instead of simplicity and decrease of both. Mr. Bartels is a valuable 
Superintendent, and the general contentedness and smooth working in my 
office is due to his supervision Mr Athaide as ist clerk is painstaking and 
thorough Mr. Bhaiji Ganesh has also done excellent w^ork during the year 
Munshi Mohamed Abdullah, Nilkant Rao and Ganpat Lail have worked well. 

37 - J ubbulpoi e — Moulvi Abdul Hai, a teacher in the Anjuman School, and 
^ , Pandit Laxmi Narayan Pathak have regularly attended.

Balaghat . — The blind preacher Pandit Ganpat Sukul preached three times 
at Raipui during the year and also at Bhandara and Chhindwara, besides a regular 
attendance at Balaghat. I have nothing to report and nothing has beenbioughi 
to my notice as to the effect of this preaching on the prisoners. I wish it to 
continue, for I feel sure that in some way at present unforeseen good will result 
from it. 

38. General Remarks . — It is right to show up deficiencies and mistakes be- 
cause more is learnt from them than by sluning them over if is in that spirit that 
1 have brought the Warder Guard to notice and I have made the escapes so 
prominent. There is very much good work being done that I have not been 
able to record in this report owing to my limit of 15 pages
